Haa been assigned as Vice Consul at Yugoslav Consulate 
in Ban Francisco since its opening in May 1950* He 
is alleged to be a Yugoslav Comuuntat possibly detailed 
to watch Consul Qenaral RAFO IVANCE7XC, who has stated 
he has never been a Communist although ha claims in- 
flusnoe with political leaders in Belgrade, Duties of 
FITCROVIC said to be mainly clerical and he has been in 
a low salary grade as compared with IVANCE7I0, VITOROVIC 
has made a number of trips of short duration in the past 
year to Denver and Los Angelas where -he made a few contacts. 
Outside 1 of such Consulate jobs as tracing estates 
of deoeased Yugoslavs, his interest reportedly lies in 
creating pro-TITO sentiment In the Vestorn Yugoslav 
colonies. He has attempted to retard oritioiem of TITO, 

Ho indication received that sUbjocb interested in matters 
other than those of political or propaganda nature.

SBC DUTY INFORMATION - COHFIDKNTIAL 
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The Yugoslav Embassy filed a foreign officials status notifi- 
cation fora for MEODRAO VTKEOVTC on June 9, 1950. Ha was born at 
Valjevo, Serbia, Yugoslavia on September 21|, 1926 and entered the United 
States as a Yugoslav Government employee at Hew York on I larch 1950. 
VIT0R07IC was single and was assigned as Vice Consul at the San Francisco 
Yugoslav Consulate on May !i, 1950. VITOHOVICls previous employment was 
listed as with tba Yugoslav Ministry of Foreign Affairs at Belgrade, 
VTTQROVIC cans to San Francisco with the opening of the Consulate and has 
been employed there since that time.

After living at hotels during the first period of his stay in-— 
San Franoiaco, the subjeat coved into the heme of Consul SUDCSA KOSUT^CV-^ 
at 355 Paoheoo Street, San Franoisoo, (T-3, I4/20/5I), Subsequently 
KOSUTIC moved to a home at 290 Magellan Street, San Francisco, and 
VXTOHOVIC went with him, San Francisco T-3 adviced that at the present 
time VITOlHOVIC continues to reside at 290 K&gellan Street, 

Beginning in June 1951# .VTTOOVYC began having dates with a 
San Franoisoo nur bo named HARYJAlld(0III2SPI3 who resides at 529 Masonic 
Avenue, San Francisco, This relationship has continued up to the 
present tine, San Francisco T-3 has indicated that 0IUESP1K is in love . 
with the subject but no disclosure of his feelings for the girl have 
been made to the informant; (T-3, 6/25/52), VXTOBOVIC requested the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs, on April l5, 1952, to transfer him back to 
Yugoslavia, which move he said he desired for personal reasons and also • 
to enable him to continue his studies, He said he had been promised the 
transfer after two years in the field and wished to point out that two 
years bad passed in March 1952, (T-l, 5A5/52). V XiOROVTC suffered 
from a throat ailment and had an appointment to enter Ht, Zion Hospital 
at San Franoisoo to have his tonsils removed on October 1, 1952,

PERSONAL BELIEFS 

VITOCIOVIC, in I lay 1950, told San Francisco X-U that he wao a 
Serb and he did .not know why the Serbs in the. United States were not 
supporting TITO, San Franoisoo T-5 expressed the belief that VITOROVIG 
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was a Yugoslav Communist because it bad been hie experience that moat 
young Yugoslavs entrusted with positions out aide the country were ardent 
Communists, This informant drew upon the following to- illustrate Hi a 
point t 

A San Franoisoo Yugoslav ^^name^4lIUK07ICH want to -Yugoslavia 
on a visit and on his return to San Francisco began to talk about hotf 
bad conditions were in the Old Country. Ha reoeived a message from hi a 
sister inside Yugoslavia advising him that he should say good things about 
the country and then shortly tbersafter 'VITOROVXC got in touch with this 
©an and told him to atop his derogatory remarks, .* 

San Francisco T-l said that in July 19$Q, VH0R07X0 received 
a message from' his father PEXAJwit Valjevo, wherein he said conditions 
inside Yugoslavia were very good and the socialisation program was 
proceeding very well. Again in December 19i>0, VITCflOVTC. reoeived a 
message from his family to the effect that he was to be proud of his 
position as representative of the socialist country which was than so 
far away from him, (T~l, 12/30/50), ^

In December 1950, San Francisco T-h advised that he hod boon 
' informed by Consul General RAFO IVA&CBVIC to the affect that both his 
assistants. Consul SIHISA KOSOTIC and Vice Consul VTTCfllQVlQ were Communists 
but that ha himself waa not. He told SF T-U further, that KOSDTXC had 
done a good Job in working among the Communist group of Yugoslavs on the 
ir/e at Coast, influencing thorn to TITO and away from STALIN, IVA1JCEVI0 
did not mention to the informant that subject was active in this lina at 
thie tims, 

In one of his English lessons, VITGRjOVTC wrote on JACK LWIDON, 
whom he praised as a realist, his heroes struggling permanently with 
oapitaliatio society • VTTOROVIC olalmad the book of LONDONS entitled 
“The Power of Life” was one of the moat loved books in the library of 
7. I. IEHIJ'. (T-l, V9/51). • 

In the spring o t 13$l, PITOROVIC told Limm^ffirrEa, a 
stenographer at the Consulate, that it mss all right for jthe Yugoslav 
govei*imant to take goods and belongings from people who Haw worked 
and saved, since mioh wealth we a usually scoured illegally and it should • 
be divided. (T-2) * 
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Consul General RAFO IVAPC27IG told San Francisco T-6 i*. 

Koveober 1952, that tbero were possibly one or two members of the 
Consulate staff that did not like Mjh and who would not hesitate to hurt 
him but be was not worried about them because he had influence with the / 
ruling classes in Yugoslavia, He stated hdw at Chicago the present 
regime had sent two ocwndaaars^ a bacedonian and a Slovene, to control 
the actions and work of the Consul Qenera l th ere. As a result, they 
gave the man a very difficult time, -IVAHCE7IC said that he had never 
been a Member of the Cbamtmist party at Jugoslavia and although the 
Communist Party was the ruling political force, he did not expect any 
difficulties as far as he was concerned. X7AHCE7XC did not mention any 
names as to who the persons on his staff were who did not like him but 
as mentioned above, he had told SF T-h at an earlier time, that both 
of hia assistants were Coranunista, SF T-6 gathered from tha conversation 
of IVAKJEVIO that he, like the Consul General in Chicago, had one or 
two coamissars from the Yugoslav Communist Party on hia staff* 

COHSULATS TASK 5 OF KIODRAQ YITOROVTC 

San Francisco T-2 has advised that upon Ms arrival in the 
United States, VITOROVIC was handicapped by hia laok of ‘knowlodge of 
Siglish, In tha beginning it was noted that be was directed in his activi- 
ties ty Consul General RATO IYANCEVIG, Bs was expressly ordered ty 
IVAHCEVIC to handle subscriptions to. “Our 0 press in the United Sta tes, 

SF T-l also "advised that during tha early months he observed YITCROVXC 
handling expense vouohera and the recording of payments, for various 
ad nini strati vo expenses. Ho also handled the issuing of such documents 
as visas and passports. SF T-3, in August 1950, advised that VITOROVIC 
went 6y air to Washington, D, C., on August 2l|> 1950 and returned on 
August 29, 1950, The purpose of the trip was for mail,. VITGftOVIC' told 
IVAHCEVIC. upon his return that ho had hot seen the Ambassador but nd 
important changes seomed contemplated , . 

In July 19 50, I? T-l said .that the pay for VITOROVIC Was then 
J232.U5 as compared to that of .$99.3^ for IVANCEVIO.. 

In June 1950 j IVAllCEYIC askod^tbe Yugoslav Oovemment for a 
raise for VITOROVIC, who was said to be barely making' put on his. salary/ 
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IVAHCSVIC said ^that VITOROVIC was too. conscientious to ask for a raise 
but he .really needed the money and. besides ha was such a good. worker that 
he deserved a raise, (T-l^ 9/8/50). In October 1950 VITOROVIC confessed 
to being confused on oertain pay regulations .and IVANCEVIC ■ was of the 
opinion that the subject should go baok to. the Rnbaesy and learn 
administrative details, (T-3, X0 /ULi/ 50) • S? T-3 also observed during 
this period, that VITOROVIC was entrusted with tha decoding work which 
was done at the home of Consul General IVANCEVIC, (T-3 > 10/20/50), During 
the spring of 1951, VITOROVIC continued as record keeper at the Consulate . 
He received a pay raise and as of the end of June he was receiving 
3350.00 monthly. (T-3). 



In August 1951, a seafaring nan named ANTOtyflUIKOVlC came to 
the Consulate looking for a document such as a passport, VITOROVIC 
two said to have told Consul XOSOTCC not to give this man a passport 
because he was "not so good*' and was one of those who 11 followed tha priests. 11 
KOSDTIC expressed the belief that this did not make RATXOVID' an enesgr if the 
State and VITOROVXC agreed to give the man an extension of hia travel 
permit which was all he wanted anyway, (T-3, 8A6/51)#

/In January 4552, a man whose name was phonotioaUy given as 
viCTORjvfUHSN of Fresno, who claimed to be a Jugoslav citizen, whose 
passport had expired in 1939, desired a now passport in order to go to 
South Auerlaa, MILOS OTAR, of the Yugoslav Embassy told VITOROVIC that 
be had no objection to issuing the passport if HOREN' was not openly 
. against the Government and VITOROVIO said that this man was against the 
Oovernroont and did not desire to straighten out his present 'oitiaenship 
status, He was so abusive to tho Consul General that the Consul General 
told VITOROVIC not to givo out the passport, Tho Embassy official than 
agreed with tho Btand of the Consul General in San Francisco, (T-3, l/lO/52). 

In January 1952, VITOROVIC told MUDS BtJCAR of the Jugoslav 
Bnbassy, to do Bvorying he could to block a favorable decision allowing the 
nephew of PBTEE^D IVIZIC of - Delano to come out of Yugoslavia; (T-3, l/lO/52) 

SF T-U said thap DIVIZJO, a rancher., was very anti-Oommunist and had 
openly criticized the TITO regime for imprisoning his nephew for. attempting * 
to escape from Yugoslavia, ... 

VnxPDVIC planned to ro to Vashington on May 8, 1952 • the * 
purpose of the trip not being specifically stated. (T-3, 5/6/52) On tha 
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return of VXTCR07XC to San Frmoiaoo, Consul KOStJTIC noted that VH0R07IC 
had received oertain instructions from the fhfcasBy which were discussed at 
a work meeting on May 111, 1952* The instructions concerned the adequate 
planning of the division of Work among the colonies as well as the proper 
roporting thereon* Political reports were also desired and penetration 
of the various branches of the Croatian Fraternal Union was suggested* 

Tlie importance of the Americans in this* contact work was not to bo 
overlooked. The success of the Chicago Consulate was cited as an example 
of how such work could be ■ distributed in the proper fashion among the 
various men to get the best results. ' (T-l, 10/27/52)

(T-3# 6/20/52) • Consul Oeneral IYAMCEVIO sent VTTOROVIC, who returned to 
Can Francisco on July 1952* (T-3 , 7/V52).

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YITORCV1C was put in obntact with a man named 'EDUARD COSIC, 
li|l6 Karkot Street, $an Frandspo, through a Yugoslav representative at 
Berne, SVitserland namod T01 K^CUTURBC , KUTUREC ougge steel to 7ITCR0VIC 
that he might establish oloser ties with COSIC for the, benefit of 
Yugoslavia, It was suggested that VITQROVIC be tactful with COSIO, Who 
was alleged to be of a poor background and who, in pre-war days in 
Yugoslavia, wag passive and uninterested in political events. (T 1, 7/12/50), 
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On July 5, 1950 VTTOROVia contaoted OOSIC about a trip to Yugo- 
slavia Which was then contemplated ty the sister of COSIC. (T-Z, 7 /5/50 )* 
Chi December 22, 1950, VITCK07IC went to Sacramento and visited a STEVB

to dinner at the CBOSICH home for May 21, 1951* The sister of this man 
had newly arrived from Yugoslavia and 7ITCR0VIC told her she would like

Francisco T-7 adviwd that VITOIOVIO had called on a kerb 
named MARJCO lJURISICR (now deoeasod), and liad urged hie not to write things 
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ho had about lug o si a via because the Consulate knew all about him; 

(iRJRXSICH was a regular contributor to rt Slobodan Rec", a Serbian language 
Communist line newspaper published at Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, SF T-7 
expressed surprise that VITOROVIC had visited HORISEJE, whom he regarded 
as a Conlnforra supporter, MURISICH told SF T-7 that 'mCROTIC 'liad said 
he was a countryman of his and had invited him to come to the Consulate 
and use the library there. 

On February 11, 1?52, VITOROVIC tried to contact EDUARD CHDSICH. 
(T-3, 2/ll/>2), VITOROVIC planned a trip to Utah. Colorado, Arizona and 
Southern California in March 1952. ( Ir3 2 A9/S2 5 Before going to 
Denver, Consul EOSUTIC contacted ANTHDiUrfflBHBlJCB, 2570 Quitman Street, 
Denver, asking hi m to t aid VITOROVIC in meting the Slovnflea, and he also 
ashed the aid of I-HKEArOFOVIOH , hh Washington Street, Denver, (T-l, 3A/52) 
Others asked by KOSUTTC to aid VITOROVIC wore MAITXvONAR and AHTSDlir 
^JBRSUI, (T-l, 3/W end 3/2U/52) 



San Francisco T-fl advised that he understood that the primary 
pimprtAA nf ynOflO TO in comin g t o Denver was to contaqtfpETfi 
regarding an a otatTTnf tTby fiTHaii oy xne name of VASCO^HDSCKOVICH who 
had left 0UOO,OOO to build a hospital at a town of RISAH, Yugoslavia, 
VITOROVIC was also interested in deo eased Yugoslavians who might have 
heirs In Yugoslavia, VITOROVIC was in Denver on Maroh 17, 1952 and Consul 
COSUTIC instructed him to aubrdt a report on what he had done there.

£ .T^OfTSH, 12057 Hoffman Street, Bortb Hollywood, sent VITOHOVIC 
air. months of issue e of the magazine published by the Society of Motion 
Pioture and Television Engineers which was said by QSTSR to be -the most 
comprehensive and informative literature on -technical subjects in the • 
motion pioture and television industries.

In January 195?, VITOROVIC- bad been noted as attempting to 
secure a magazine dealing with the problems of the production of motion 
pictures. He desired copies of the K Motion Fiotiire Daily* and the 
"Motion picture Herald" which he found were aoU to the trade only, 

(T-3, l/b/52) SF T-l said that the magazinoa were desired for Hrs. 

51! .IRA KQSUTIC whose uncle appeared to be.in the Yugoslav ration pioture 
indT^stry, On March 27, 195? > VITOROVIC tried to contact L^dfibjOIC, who 
is ognneoted with the Croatian Fraternal Union, Lodge llo. 6l, in San 
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Francisco and UBOJCIC agreed to discuss "the natter" further at a meeting ' 
to be hald at the San Francisco Jugoslav Sokol Hal-1 the following Saturday* 
Tha subject matter Mas not further revealed. (T~2, 3/27/52) 

In the latter part of karoh 19 52, VI TOROVXC was in Los Angeles 
under instructions of Consul General IVAJJCEVJg to sae U. A^raJICK to. 
find out the connection that & Krsj BAHBAE^BALXO had with the AKDREW 
AKTUKOVICH case* (T-3, 3/21/52)’ Hra* BALIO, during this time, was trying

Also while in Los Angeles on Haroh 19, 1952, VUCEOVXC visited 
a person, whom he described as "The Jew", probably a man whose turn J- 
jmiUS^OIXOCX who operated a travel agency in Los Angeles .and had 
discussed with this mem a reservation being made by therir "Fat Friend" 

Who wanted to go to Yugoslavia. The "Fat Friend" was believed by. the 
source to be HAHKp^RADXC whose visa va p also being withheld ty IYAEC2VIC 
on tha same grounds as that of BARBARA BALIO, discussed above# (TO) 

VITCROTO told IVAKCEVIC that ha had dtiscuaned' with the Los Angeles man 
that the l -’ Friend" should realize hie mistake and correct his notions 
and not try to bargain about getting his visa#(T-l, 3/28/52) 

In April, IVAUCS7IC instructed VIOT07I0 to issue visas for 
both BALIO and RADIO. (T-3, U/7/52 ) TOGROVIC intended to 'visit MATT 

/ SPOLER in San Franolsco at the latter^ shop on April 3, 1952# (T-3, : h/2/$l) 
VTTCROVIC made an appointrant with HAJAHD CB03ICH at tha Consulate on 
April 19. (T-3, li/ia/Sn ) SPOLER told YITGROVIO that he had a copy of the 
latest writing by LOUIS ADARIC which he considered very good, (T-2 /. 5A^/52) 

VTTCROVIC planned to go to Los Angeles on June 12, 1952 and 
Consul KOSGTIC asked- eomaona, not completely identified, butwrho was be- 
.lipvod associated with K, A» HXJICK in Los Angeles', to meet VH0R0V1C in 
* the Embassy Hotel on June 12, 1952*. The ihain purpose of this trip was 
to go to Los Ante lea to sea tbo Yugoslav painter EKJMIRTIC who allegedly 
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was refuftog to return to Jugoslavia because he wanted to stay in the 
United States, (T-3, 6/12/5?) .Dy June- 13, 19$ VXTCROVIC said that 
everything had been settled on a friendly basis with thie nalntar and 
he was immediately returned to San Francisco (T-3, 6/13/52), In 
June 1?52, VTKEOVIC was inquiring as to the attitude of a uvan named 
PETER'WTULOVTC of Oakland, toward the present Jugoslav Government, 

(T-3, o/l9/52) SP T-3 advised that HATULOVIC was then in Jugoslavia 
and bad an appointment to see the “ Old Man”, (Possibly seme government 
official) on the fourth, (T-3, 6/ 21/52) VOTJOVIC planned a trip to . 

Los Angeles on July 23 due to return on July 26, 19$ , (T-3, 7/2l/$) 

* 3EKAHD CHDSIC invited VITOROVIC to visit with hio family at 
an early time, (T-3, 9/25/52) VITOROVIC planned a trip to Los ingelea 
via United Air lines on October 20, 19$ and as of October 22, 1952 
VITOROVIC was in Loa Angeles and said that everying was going fine. He 
wanted the Consulate to send the documents belonging to Dr, UROS^OTUSBOK 
inroe diately and he expressed the belief that these documents should be 
cons! dared as confidential. The man was waiti ng for these documents 
in order to get some kind of a job and Consul General IVANCEVIC reminded 
VTTQROYIC to collect $10,00 in fees due on these papers. VXTCHOVXC made 
the statement that he had already been “south of Los ingeles 1 * and 
IVAHCEVIC complimented him oh the speedy fashion with which he finished his 
work* Ho further information was given as to VITOROTIO going south of 
Loa Angeles, VITOROVIC expected to return to San Francis 00 on October

The above visit was the only. item of significance 
during the time VITOROVIC was in 3 an Diego, SA' CLICK ascertained that a 
former Jugoslav Serbian Orthodox Priest named IOTCJOT/pUBAK formerly 
resided at 1922 First Avenue,; Can Diego * but had left /the city end uaa 
las, known to reside at 3719 Heat Imperial Highway, -Englewood, California 
whore he was seeking employment with the North American Aviation Corporation, 
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On November 20, 19$2, VTI0R07IC axpebtod to haw lunch Kith 
YISLimimzmCK of San Francisco. (BLAZEVICH is connected with Lodge 
Ho. 900 tf the Croatian Fraternal Union.) (T~3j 11/17/S 2)
